We sincerely hope that Pickaway County 
people, during the p resent holiday season 
and the rest of this winter, will be safe 
from auto accidents. 
Every year during the season between 
Christm as and New Y ear’s, and during two 
or three months thereafter, auto accidents 
kill or injure hundreds of people. 
Invariably this toll is higher when snow 
or ice covers the highways. This season, 
we feel again the necessity of repeating 
and stressing, these twin hazards, espec­ 
ially to those who plan motor trips. Here 
are some suggestions that m ay mean the 
difference between trouble and safety. 
Know the weather forecast before start­ 
ing on your trip. And understand the con­ 
dition of the road by trying your brakes 
occasionally while driving slowly. Discover 
ice before it’s too late! 
Check your car equip ment before leaving 
on a winter trip. Here's your must list for 
safety: antifreeze, battery, brakes, tires, 
wip er blades, heater, defroster, muffler 
and chains. 
Keep your windshield free of snow and 
ice. even if you have to make frequent 
stops for cleaning. Pay special attention 
to glass areas not covered by the wipers 
don't let them become “ blind spots’* to hid­ 
den danger. 
Follow other motor vehicles at a sale dis-

lance. Rem em ber t h a t without snow tir- j 
es or chains it takes three to 12 times as 
j 
far to stop on snow and ice as it does on 
dry p avement. 
Watch out for stalled vehicles, and pe­ 
destrians at unexpected intersections hid- 
j 
den by snow banks. 
Pum p your brakes—it's the best tech- j 
nique for stopping quickly on snow or ice 
in order to maintain complete control of 
your car. 
Rem em ber when going i 
n t o a skid to 
steer your car in the direction of the skid, , 
in order to avoid a full spin ending in pos­ 
sible disaster. 
Rem ember to ventilate your car to elim­ 
inate escaping exhaust fumes and to keep 
the inside of your windows from fogging. 
Realize that snow or ice m eans slower 
driving, regardless of whether you have 
good treads on your tires or are using 
chains. If weather is extremely hazardous, 
ask yourself whether driving is necessary. 
Carry emergency equip ment for severest 
conditions, including sand, shovel, etc. 
Don't park your car on ice, especially 
with your wheels against a curb. Take time 
to look for a dry area 
Ile courteous and considerate of pedes­ 
trians. It’s even tougher going on foot over 
snow and ice. Don’t take corners at high 
speed in slush

We sincerely hope that Pickaway County 
people, during the present holiday season 
and the rest of this winter, will be safe 
from auto accidents.

This season, 
we feel again the necessity of repeating 
and stressing, these twin hazards, espec­ 
ially to those who plan motor trips. Here 
are some suggestions that may mean the 
difference between trouble and safety. 
Know the weather forecast before start­ 
ing on your trip. And understand the con­ 
dition of the road by trying your brakes 
occasionally while driving slowly. Discover 
ice before it's too late! 
Check your car equipment before leaving 
on a winter trip. Here’s your must list for 
safety: anti-freeze, battery, brakes, tires. 
wiper blades, heater, defroster, muffler 
and chains. 
Keep your windshield free of snow and 
ice, even if you have to make frequent 
stops for cleaning. Pay special attention 
to glass areas not covered by the wipers 
don’t let them become “blind spots” to hid­ 
den danger.

Pump your brokes—it's tile best tech­ 
nique for stopping quickly on snow or ice 
in order to maintain complete control of 
your car. 
Remember when going m i n i skid to 
steer your car in the direction of the skid, 
in order to avoid a full spin ending in pos­ 
sible disaster. 
Remember to ventilate your car to elim­ 
inate escaping exhaust fumes and to keep 
the inside of your windows from fogging. 
Realize that snow or ice means slower 
driving, regardless of whether you have 
good treads on your tires or are using 
chains. If weather is extremely hazardous, 
ask yourself whether driving is necessary. 
Carry emergency equipment for severest 
conditions, including sand, shovel, etc. 
Don’t park your car on ice, especially 
with your wheels against a curb. Take time 
to look for a dry area 
Ile courteous and considerate of pedes­ 
trians. It’s even tougher going on foot over 
snow and ice. Don't take corners at high 
speed in slush

'Split Personality'

NEW YORK UU - The old year 
of 1957 could boast of one thin#: 
by and large, it lived up to the ex­ 
pectations of the majority oi busi­ 
nessmen. 
A year ago the betting of most 
of them was that the boom in gen­ 
eral would continue till midyear 
and that the concluding 
months 
would be clouded in uncertainties

It is 
their spending that has kept the 
total dollar volume of retail trade 
on a level keel and the outlay for 
service* in a rising trend. 
Most of those in trade are talk 
big rather confidently today ofi 
continuing strong demand for con­ 
sum er products. Much of this is 
based on a steady rise in popula­ 
tion. But this must be bolstered 
by a high level of income. 
Most of those now predicting 
that consumer demand for their 
products will be greater next year 
than this concede that the gain 
over this year won't be as great 
as in most years since the war. 
Leading oil executives, for ex­ 
ample. say that world demand for 
oil producta should rise by I per 
cent. Two or three years ago it 
was advancing at a rate of 5 per 
cent a year or better 
Steel men are predicting
